— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the post of Teleprinter Operator in the Department 
of Defence Production, Ministry of Defence, namely: — 

1. Short title.— 1 The rules may be called the Ministry of Defence, Department of 
Defence Production (Teleprinter Operator) Recruitment Rules, 1965. 


2. Number, Classification and Scale of pay. — The number of the said post, its 
classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 
2 to 4 of the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of
